The First Shock from tbe Dj nnnio Killed 


tbe Culprit in Each Case—The Execu- 
tioo Pronounced a Complete Success bj 
Those Wlio Witnessed It—History o 1 
the Crimea for Which the Four Men 
r»ld the Death Penalty. 
SlXGSlSG, N. Y., July 7.—Tbe first ol 


the four murderers to meet death by 
electrocution was Slocum, the base ball 
player. 
He was put to death at 4:42 


o'clock Tuesday morning. The executions 
of Wood, Smiler and Jugiro followed in 
rapid order, in conformity with legal de- 
cree. Only the prison officials, scientific 
experts and witnesses especially sum 
moned were present in the execution 
chamber at the taking oft of the four mur- 
derers. Deputy Attorney General Hogan 
arrived Monday evening with the death 
•warrants. The Bev. Father Creeden and 
his assistant, Father Hogan, clad in theit 
priestly garb, arrived at the prison at 
about 9:40 p m. 


Prepared for Ucuth. 


The approximate time of turning on the 


current in each case was: Slocum 4:40, 
Smiler S.10, Wood 5:30, Jugiro 7:05. The 
prisoners had received some intimation 
beforehand that the executions were to 
take place Tuesday morning and they 
were prepared for them. They went to tlia 
execution 
bravely and met their fad 


without a struggle. 
They offered no re 


sistance, but rather assisted the keepers 
when they were bound down in the chair 
The electrodes were not applied as in tli 
Kcmmler case to the top of the skull and 
the base of the spine, but were bound to 
the foreheads of the condemned men am 
calves of their legs. 
The current was 


turned on in each case for tnenty sec 
onds. The voltage was about 1,500 am 
1,600. In each case there were apparent 
evidences of revival as in the Keramler 
case and in tach of these fou r cases tb 
current was turned on a second time. 


Flesh on the Legs Iturned. 


In spite of the fact that the sponges were 


kept constantly wet, all of the executed 
men were burned by the current ant 
especiallj" about the calves of the legs. 
The medical men present agree that deatl 
came on first contact and that the seeming 
revival was merely a reflex muscular ac- 
tion. None of the witnesses wasovercome 
by fright, and all of them who have 
spoken have made the statement that the 
electrodes were successful and death in 
all case^ was instantaneous and painless. 
At 13 o'clock Dm. Southwick and Daniels 
ahd Deputy Attorney Hogan left for the 
west. None of them would talk. Dr. 
Barber, the physician of the prison, came 
out shortly after and said that the autopsy 
was-completed and that no statement 
would be given out for several hours. Dr. 
McDonald conducted the antopsy. 


Everything Worked Smoothly. 


The executions went off quietly. Al] 


of the men were killed on the first con- 
tact. There was no struggle when they 
were strapped down or resistance of any 
kind. The Rev. Mr. I/owe of New York, 
who assisted Chaplain Edgerton in his 
ministration to Smiler, said shortly after 
leaving the prison that all four men died 
instantly and painlessly, and that tho 
electrodes were in every way a success 


!No Simple or Resistance. 


Two of the witnesses to the execution 


who refused to gne their names s\ere in- 
terviewed by the United Press coriespon- 
dent before the autopsy. They said that 
ali the electrocutions were completely 
successful and without flaw. None of 
the men struggled or resisted \wlieu placed 
in the chair. 
Instead of doing so they 


assisted the deputy warden in arranging 
the straps as Kemmler did at Auburn. 
Jap Jugiro, who, it was thought, would 
be bard to handle, wa** perfectly docile. 
All of the men were killed on the first 
contact. The positive electrode was ap- 
plied as in the Keramler case to the top ol 
the he.id and the negative to the leg. 


THE SECOND ELECTROCUTION. 


Every Piecnution Taken to Present Ally 


Accident. 


This was the second electrocution in his- 


tory. The first occurred at Auburn eleven 
months ago, when the sentence of death 
was carried out on William Kcmmler. 
Every precaution has been exercised here 
to avoid the mistakes which made the 
Kemmler affair in part a failure. The 
causes of the accidents and delays there 
were known to the warden at Sing Sing, 
and they had been anticipated in the ar- 
rangements for the execution of the four 
men who were to be put to death this 
week. The tested voltage of the dynamos 
has been brought up to 3,000, while the 
estimated voltage which was turned into 
Kemmler's body was only 7uO. 


Tno Dynamos Used. 


The weakness of the current at the 


Kemmler execution was chargeable in 
part to the slipping of the belts on the 
dynamos, and especial precautions had 
been taken to avoid this at Sing Sing. A 
device for the tightening of the belts it 
they should slip was ready in the dynamo 
room at the north end of the prison build- 
ing for use in case the resistance of the 
body of any one of the condemed men in 
the chair should cause an unusual strain 
on the dynamo and threaten an accident. 
The dynamo used was a Westinghouse, a 
counterpart of the machine used at Au- 
burn, but it was supplemented by a small- 
er dynamo, intended to augment the cur- 
rent. 


A Clumsy Arrangement. 


The arrangement of the apparatus for 


testing the strength of the current was 
clumsy at 
Auburn—ko imperfect that 


through the neglect of one of the electric- 
ians tiie incandescent lamps used to test 
the voltage was left burning and absorb- 
ing the greater part of the current's 
strength when it was turned into the body 
of the condemned man. 
Here at Sing 


Sing the switch controlling the electric 
current was so arranged that the motion 
that turned the current into the wire run- 
ning to the execution chair turned it 


way from the incandescent lamps and 
the 
other devices for measuring its 


strength. 


CRIMES OF THE MEN. 


Each of Them Hud Committed a Brutal 


Murder. 


Jugiro was a native of Japan. He was 


livinc in one of the sailors' homes, whilo 
waiting the pleasure of the boarding house 
boss in tho»matter of putting him on 
board of a ship on which he had already 
signed articles to return to Japan. He 
got Into a dispute with a countryman, 
Mora Caa»i, about a berth in the ton- 


castl-) of the ship. Jugiro got a carving 
knife and stabbed Cauni to death in th 
course of the fight that followed. His cas 
was taken to the United States suprem 
court by Roger N. Sherman, the plea be- 
ing that Jugiro had had no legal defens 
because his attorney, John R. Heilzelman 
had not been admitted to practice at the 
New York bar. 


The Crime Charged to Wood. 


Joseph Wood was one of the negroe 


employed in building the new aqueduct 
One pay-day in May, 1889, he got into on 
of the fights common among the gangs o 
laborers employed there. His opponen 
was an Italian, Carlo Ruffi, also an aque- 
duct laborer. Ruffi was killed. Wood 
had always asserted that he took Ruffi' 
life in self-defense. His case was taken 
to the supreme court of the United State- 
on the novel plea that Wood was not tried 
by his peers, because no negroes were on 
the jury. The appeal served only to pro- 
long the prisoner's life. 


Slocum'fl Crime. 


James J. Slocum had been a base bal 


player and a common laborer. 
He had 


long been a wife-beater, but commonly 
pounded his wife with his fists and kickec 
her. On the night of Dec. 31, 1889, he 
came home and took an ax. which hat 
been used by his wife to break up boards 
for fuel and beat the woman's brains oui 
with it. He was convicted in March, 1S91 
before Judge Martine and was originally 
sentenced to die during the week begin- 
ning May 5 of that year. 


femller a Bigamist and Murderer. 


Harris A. Smiler was at one time a 


Salvation Army captain. He was a print 
er by trade and at the time the crime wns 
committed there were three women living 
to whom he had been married and nono 
of them had been divorced. The last one 
to go through the ceremony, Maggio 
Drainey, was his victim. He came home 
partly drunk on the night of April 3 
1889, and w hen she refused to promise to 
remain with him he shot her to death. He 
was originally condemned to die in tho 
week beginning Aug. 14, 18!K». 


UNTOLD SUFFERINGS. 


Terrible Experience of the Crew of the 


Bark Compadre. 


LONDON, July 7.—A dispatch from Auck- 


land, New Zealand, reports that the bark 
Compadre bound from Calcutta for Chili, 
recently caught flre at sen. After an in- 
effectual effort to subdue the flames, the 
captain steered his course for Bluff har- 
bor, 
a seaport of the province bf Otaga. 


He had succeeded in bringing his burning 
vesbell to the mouth of the harbor, when 
a tremendous hurricane overtook her. 
The exhausted crew spent their last ener- 
gies m attempting to keep down the rag- 
ing fire and at the same time force the 
unfortunate bark to face the tremendous 
winds and seas which beat upon and 
rii^ht dover her. It was, however, all to 
no avail. After a desperate struggle with 
the opposing elements, the Compadre be- 
c.ime waterrlogged, and was driven with 
fearful force upon the rocks of the deso- 
late and uninhabited Auckland island. 


Rescued At l.»t. 


After incredible sufferings the crew of 


the bark succeeded in swimming ashore. 
Here, iu one of the latter years of the 
Nineteenth century, the miserable men 
\veie forced to tpcnd 103 days and nights 
suffering the extremest wretchedness of 
exposure and starvation. 
On the 104th 


day of their being cast away their distress 
signals were observed by a passing sealing 
vessel and the sorely tried sailors were 
taken off iu safety, but in a distressing 
condition of weakness and emaciation. 
Duung their enforced stay on the island 
one of their number wandered into the 
bush ,uid was never heard of again. 
It is 


supposed that suffering drove the man 
mad 


Culllhion Between Electric Cars.

The Duquesne car was also derailed 
and damaged. Several persons were in- 
jured.

Derided the Navy. 


NAPLES, July 7.'—A Literal newspaper 


at Naples having ventured to deride the 
efficiency of tbe Italian navy, a party of a 
dozen Baval officers invaded the office and 
attacked the whole force, editors and su- 
bordinates, with sabers. Two of the un- 
fortunate newspaper men were seriously 
wounded, and three less severely hurt be- 
fore the police appeared. The police were 
inclined to let the officers go scott free, 
but the crowd which had assembled ang 
rily demanded their arrest, and they were 
finally taken into custody.

Carpet Mill Destroyed by Fire.

destroyed the large five-story carpet 
mill of B. H. Priestly, 1,310 Lawrence 
street, involving a loss of about 1100,000. 
Messrs. Furbush & Co., who had machin- 
ery stored in the building, will lose at 
least fJO,000. Priestley has an insurance 
of about $10,000 on building and contents.

CAPTIVE BALLOON DESTROYED. 


Lightning Strikes a Monster Airship at 


the World's Fair City. 


CHICAGO, July 7.-r-People who have laid 


their plans to so nrj in the captive balloon 
lately exhibiting at the corner of Cottage 
Grove avenue and Ifrfty-second street will 
have to change thdm. The balloon is nc 
more. Lightning came down and stutck 
it Monday evening and the big bag from 
Paris is a total wreck. Professors Eugene 
Godeard and Pilles Panis, the aeronaut*, 
had spent the evening in repairing some 
of the guy ropes when the storm came up. 
They strengthened the fastenings, hut 
were compelled to call assistance. 


"Boys, I'm afraid we can't hold her, 


shouted Professor Godeard, tugging on a 
two-inch rope. 


"Oh, yes, we can,1! cried Professor Pa 


"this wind won't last long." 


Struck by Lightning. 


The wind did not last long, but neither 


did the balloon. Hardly had he spoken 
when the balloon Aareened on its side. 
Several of the guy;ropes snapped and the 
airship rolled over on its side, both pro- 
fessors and two of their assistants be- 
neath it. Then came a flash of lightning 
and an explosion followed. The balloon 
containing 160,000 feet of gas had been 
struck. The report was heard for many 
blocks and the houfes in the vicinity were 
shaken. Godard asd Panis were knocked 
from twenty to thirrty feet and very badly 
burned about the face and head. 


Fire Department Called Out. 


People who were walking along the 


street near where the explosion occurred 


ere also knocked dow n and for a time 


consternation prevailed. 
The flre depart- 


ment was called, but when it arrived 
found nothing but a pile of ashes and a 
strong odor of gas. The balloon had been 
entirely destioyed 
The two aeronauts 


were badly bruised and burned, but will 
recover. The balfeon was under the man- 
agement of Canute R. Matson, E. S. 
Cragin, George Morgan and Senator Craw- 
ford, as a local board, of directors, and was 
valued at $33,000.

Mexico Not Ripe for Revolt. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Senator Romero, 


the Mexican minister here, denies emphat- 
ically the tiuth of the report that Mexico 
is ripe for a revolt against the Diaz gov- 
ernment. "President Diaz." he said, "has 
succeeded in keeping Mexico in peace for 
about fourteen years more than any other 
government could do; and under the shad- 
ow of that peace the credit of Mexico has 
been restored, about 8,000 miles of railway 
have been built, the country has been rap- 
idly developed, foreign trade has increased 
considerably, the public resources have 
trebled, the seeds of revolt have been de- 
stroyed, and the government is strong 
enough to suppress in the bud any insur- 
rection which might take place."
